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Ben Lomond after Ben Nevis, is the favourite mountain 
climb of Scotland, due partly to its accessible character 
and also to the beauty of the prospect revealed from its 
heights. Rising to an eminence of 3.192 feet, it presents a 
peaceful aspect from Aberfoyle, ‘so different from its 
massive and rugged appearance when seen from Luss or 
Tarbet. 
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
